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Scientists Find 
Chemical to Prevent 
Insects From Growing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department reports 
its scientists have isolated and 
identified a chemical compound 
that keeps certain insects from 
developing into adults. 


It is a hormone-like com- 


pound, called Juvaboine, ob- 
tained from the wood of the bal- 


sam tree. 


Studies.indicate,, the depart- 


ment said, the substance may 
have an unfavorable effect on 
such insects as the cotton stain- 
er, an important pest of cotton 
in South America, Africa and 
Asia; the box elder bug; meal 
worms, chinch bugs and bed- 
bugs. Research is being con- 
ducted to ascertain whether the 
substance could be used effec- 
tively in curtailing development 
of other insect pests.

The loaf of bread you buy at 


your local grocery store con- 
tains seven, major .raw ingredi- 
ents:, yeast, milk solids, short- 
ening, "malt, salt, sugar and 
flour. 


Porter 


large, .profit making 


corporation producing the yeast 
pays roughly seven different 
federal taxes and six different 
state taxes. Naturally, the price 
of its yeast reflects the impact 
of these taxes on its costs. 


The railroad transporting the 


yeast to the baker in your area 
pays five different federal taxes 
and an uncalculated total of 
state taxes because it passes 
through so many states with 
varying numbers of taxes on 
railroads en route. Naturally, its 
transportation charges reflect 
the taxes imposed on it 


Milk Solids Taxes 


The company producing the 


milk solids also pays roughly 
sew 
and six different state taxes, 
and includes these taxes in the 
price of its milk solids. The 
railroad transporting the milk 
solids to the baker pays five 
different federal taxes and an 
uncalculated total of state tax- 
es, 
and 
its 
transportation 


charges reflect this. 


So it goes, for the companies 


producing the shortening, malt, 
salt, sugar and flour ... And so 
it goes for the railroads trans- 
porting each separate ingredient 
to the baker in your area 


Then the baker pays eight 


federal taxes, up to 12 or more 
state taxes, and this corporation 
includes these taxes in the price 
it charges the grocer. Then the 
grocer pays his share of federal 
and state taxes, includes these 
in the price of the bread to you. 


There are a minimum of 151 


taxes hidden in one loaf of 
bread, says the Tax Foundation 
in New York, and quite prob- 
ably many more. Of course, 
these taxes add to the cost of 
the bread to you and these 
taxes 
are 
always 
present, 


whether the prices 
of the 


ingredients in the bread go up, 
down or stay stable. 


The estimate of 151 hidden 


taxes was made by the Tax 
Foundation in a major report 
some ^years ago. Since this 
study, there have been addition- 
al taxes levied at the state and 
local levels and substantial 
boosts in existing tax rates in 
many areas. (As an illustration, 
at the iederal level, there have 
been sharp increases in Social 
Security taxes paid by employ- 
ers; at the state and local level, 
there have been sharp hikes in 
property and gas taxes.) 


Although many efforts have 


been made to break down 
hidden taxes in terms of dollars 
and cents on any major item, 
the Tax Foundation properly 
declares ""It is impossible to 
arrive at any valid estimate" on 
this basis. For instance, if a 
manufacturer of a man's suit 
pays income taxes, we cannot 
uriequivocably decide whether 
this manufacturer passes the 
tax forward entirely to the 
retailer in the form of a higher 
sales price or whether he 
absorbs all or part of the tax 
himself. We cannot decide the1 
precise totals of taxes this 
manufacturer pays because we 
don't know 
in a state 
income tax, 
what 


rates actually are, whether he 
makes a profit and pays any 
income taxes. He cannot possi- 
ble trace the multiplicity of 
taxes without going into an 
endless chain of checking on 
taxes paid by each supplier of 
materials, machinery, factory 
space, etc. to the manufacturer. 


But by limiting the analysis to 


the number of taxes paid by 
each member of the economic 
chain from raw materials sup- 
plier to retailer, we can obtain 
a valid estimate of the total of 
hidden taxes involved. Here are

That department's major goal has 
been to determine what helps now exist 
throughout the state for the alcoholic, pull 
these together and eventually provide 
facilities to improve the alcoholic's lot. 


During this furor what is happening to 


the alcoholic who may or may not want to 
do something about himself? He may 
regard his lot as a very desirable state of 
affairs or he may be frightened, alone and 
ready to lose everything he has, including 
his life. Though society may regard him as 
a pariah, he and he alone knows the depth 
of his pain and-what it means to live every 
minute of the illness which is so "cunning, 
baffling and powerful."

private and public treatment centers with 
the greatest number of recoveries. Its 
program is available to anyone who wants

The Real Victims 


Some of the most tragic victims of war 


and its aftermath are those that are really 
brought to life by the conflict — the 
illegitimate children of soldiers of occupa- 
tion. There will be thousands of them in 
'Viet Nam. 


While there may be many true love 


eaffairs involved, the situations are often of 
*the most sordid kind. Military men, facing 
death and living under conditions of high 
tension and misery, seek sexual solace. 
Unfortunately, too many are as ruthless in 
this area as they must be toward the 
enemy on the battlefield. And a country 
like Viet Nam often has a considerable 
number of women who must turn to 
prostitution to live. Unwanted children are 
conceived, the soldier goes home or may 
be killed, and the mother and child face 
tremendous handicaps both of economy 
and of custom. In many Asian nations in 
particular, the racially mixed child is an

About 
95 per cent of the nation's Lutherans are 
represented in the new Lutheran Council 
in United States of America, formed a few 
weeks ago. This will include the Lutheran 
Church in America, the American Luther- 
an Church, the Synod of 
Evangelical 


Lutheran Churches and the Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod. 


This is quite significant, 
because 


Lutherans traditionally have been among 
the most unity-shy of Protestants. All these 
moves are encouraging. 


But the real test will come in their 


local application. Unless area congrega- 
tions can apply the national and interna- 
tional spirit of cooperation in a renewed 
effort to better serve the Lord they profess 
to worship, the ecumenical movement can 
become a vain babbling. Actions now must 
follow the fine words which give promise 
of a more united Christian witness.

Is Negotiations With Viet Cong

PARIS — In talking about 


"the other side" in the Viet- 
namese war, we all tend to 
lapse into the assumption that 
there is a unity stretching 
from the Viet Cong guerrillas 
•p the field through Hanoi to 
the Communist countries and 
parties around the world.

But, in the course of a trip 


that has put me in touch with 
most of the major elements of 
the other side, I have been 
struck by difference more 
than unity and, most of all, by 
the broad scope left to local 
option in the making of major 
decisions on the war. 


The Viet Cong, or National 


Liberation Front, concentrates 
intensely on South Viet Nam. 
Its representatives talk of an 
independent South Viet Nam, 
with its 
own government, 


parliament and constitution. 
They deny that Hanoi could 
negotiate for the South. 
HANOI'S INTERESTS 


The North Vietnamese also 


concentrate heavily on their 
own problem. For them, the 
first thing that has to be done 
before anything else is the 
cessation of the American 
bombing of North Viet Nam, 
unilaterally and for good. 


They deplore the Sino-Soviet 


split bat refuse, in a way that 
smacks almost of nonahgn- 
ment, to choose sides "We 
think," I was told, "that every 
Communist Party has to do 
what its own country re- 
quires."

With respect to the Chinese

extreme far-left. In that vein, 
they have moved beyond the 
Viet Cong and Hanoi to say 
that not even the Geneva 
accords form a basis 
for 


settlement. 


But the Chinese, unlike the 


Russians, have played their 
hand in Hanoi with great self- 
effacement and subtlety. Peo- 
ple who should know think that 
Peking, while prepared to help 
Hanoi in the fight if so asked. 


is also prepared to go along 
with any settlement endorsed 
by Hanoi. 


As to the Soviet Union, 


every day that the bombing of 
North Viet Nam continues, the 
Russians lose a little bit of 
then- claim to be a world 
power on the same footing as 
the United States. Moscow, 
accordingly, is obliged to help 
Hanoi and is interested in 
putting an end to the war.

But 
when it 
comes to 


promoting a settlement in Viet 
Nam, the Russians seem to 
have next to no influence — 
the less so, since Hanoi would 
probably not want to jeopar- 
dize relations with Peking by 
allowing Moscow to play the 
big role as peacemaker. It is a 
mark of how little influence 
the Russians have that, in 
order to soften up Hanoi, they 
arranged visits to North Viet 
Nam last fall by high-ranking 
delegations 
from Romania, 


Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. For, as was to be 
expected, the North Vietna- 
mese turned a very deaf ear 
to these clumsy efforts. 


The upshot of the complicat- 


ed interplay is to underline 
anew the importance of local 
factors. More than ever, it 
seems to me, the key to a 
settlement in Viet Nam is a 
government in Saigon that is 
ready to negotiate with the 
other side.

completely the damage of a 
severe stroke, but experts in 
rehabilitation keep telling us 
that too many stroke victims 
give up too quickly. They find 
themselves paralyzed to some 
degree, and think that nothing 
at all can be done. 


The truth is that if some 


movement remains, improve- 
ment is usually possible. There 
are many cases of a hand being 
extremely weak after a stroke. 
Steady practice (such as squeez- 
ing a rubber ball, or lifting very 
small weights, then increasing 
the size) brings increased use- 
fulness. 


In some cases it is possible 


for other parts of the brain to 
take over functions which have 
been controlled by a part now 
damaged. 


I do not want to minimize in 


any way the seriousness of 
strokes, but we know that a 
good deal of improvement is 
possible when a patient is told 
that patience and persistence 
will pay off, and the experience 
of this man in Omaha becomes, 
I think, a striking example 
of how much even a damaged 
brain can do.

Wide Range in Valley 
Cancer Death Rate 


Calumet Well Below National Average 


While Waupaca Soars to Area High 


The death rate from cancer in 


the four-county bloc of the Fox 
Valley region ranges from con- 
siderably below to much higher 
than the national rate, accord- 
ing to figures compiled by the 
U.S. Public Health Service from 
the year ending Jan. 1,1965. 


Calumet County, which attrib- 


uted 24 deaths to cancer, had a 
cancer death rate of 101 per 
100,000 population as compared 
with the national average of 148. 
Equally significant was the high 
rate of 237 from Waupaca 
County based on 83 cancer 
deaths. 


Outagamie 
and Winnebago 


also were below the national 
average but to a lesser degree 
than Calumet. 


Outagamie recorded 137 can- 


cer deaths which is equivalent 
to a rate of 124 deaths per 
100,000 population. Winnebago 
had 168 cancer deaths for a rate 
of 146 per 100,000 population. 
The rate in the state is 156. 


Calumet Low 


Calumet also was low in the 


percentage of deaths caused by 
lung cancer. It recorded only 4.2 
per cent while Outagamie had 
13.2; Waupaca, 13.3, and Winne- 
bago, 15.5 per cent. 


The toll remains high, how- 


ever, exceeded only by the Joss 
caused by heart disease.
